Washington, Jan. 31 (If) — Presi- 


dent Truman's plan to tjtko the In 
ternal Revenue Bureau out-of poll- 
tics and reorganize it under a rner 
it system was a long step closer to 
realization today. 


It had received tho overwhelming 


approval of the House and, unless 
vetoed by the Senate, will become 
effective March 15. 


House approval of the plan came 


By voice 
vote the House killed a resolution 
that would have rejected tho plan, 


Ono of Its major provisions would 


abolish the patronage system of ap- 
pointing revenue collectors and put 
thorn imd'er civil service. 


The plan would abolish tho 93 in- 
ternal revenue collcctorshlps and 
authorize up to 14 district commis- 
sioners who, with d e p u t i e s In 
every state, would bo civil service 
employes instead of political ap 
potatoes.

Frankfurt, Germany, Jan. 31 W) 


— A powerful survivor emerged to- 
day from the fragments of I. G. 
Fa'rben', Nazi Germany's chemical 
empire which has developed as 
many lives as a cat.' 


A board of directors headed by 


Germany' sheading financier, Her- 
man J. Abs, and a chemist who 
refused the Nobel prize at Hitler's 
orders, Dr. Richard Kuhn, took 
over Farben's vast 
Ludwigshafen 


plant under the name of Badische 
Aniljn and Soda Fabrik (BASF) . . 


Two more big combines and six 


smaller companies are due 
to 


emerge eventually from the seven- 
year-old Allied trustbusting 
cam 


paign aimed at -the huge 
Farben 


cartel. Before the war it virtually 
monopolized' the German chemica 
industry and had ties with British 
U. ^. and other foreign 
chemica 


makers. The Allied 
aim was to 


turn the Farben combine into these 
separate companies. 
The Badische compa.ny, w h i c h 


fathered the Farben cartel by ab- 
sorbing seven other c h e m i c a l 
makers in 1924, became an inde- 
pendent firm today with 100 thou- 
sand marks ($23,800) as its nomi- 
nal-capital. 


But it has been operating ever 


since the war under Allied control 
and already is flourishing amazing- 
ly despite crushing wartime losses
